township. 


"Resolved: That in a seleuion of 


United States senator, our candidate 
for representative, when selected, be 
required to pledge his honor that, if 
elected, he will not vote "for any man 
for such position whose past, present, 
public and private record, in addition 
to his pledge publicly made at the 
time, is not a safe guarantee that he 
will loyally labor, and at all times 
vote for the free and equal coinage of 
silver with gold at the legal ratio of 16 
to 1, till that end is accomplished, and 
guard such law against all attempts to 
destroy or repeal. 


"Resolved: That in Hon. H. L. 


Chapman we see a loyal friend and 
strong advocate of 1C to 1 finance, as 
well as all other questions of true 
Democracy. His life's record among 
us, since 1865, together with his unre- 
lenting labors for tbe election of Hon. 
William J. Bryan as President, leaves 
no room for even suspicion; we there- 
fore indorse him as our first choice for 
governor, and ask sill friauds of true bi- 
metallism, economic government and 
lower state expenses to join us in secur- 
ing his nomination and election 


for his supreme insolence in daring to 
take a daring stand for perfectly legiti- 
mate national aspirations, in defiance 
of the cold-blooded veto of Europe. He 
has been severely beatan in spite of his 
gallantry worthy of his aucestora of 
Marathon ani Thermopylae, and there 
seems to be no military possibility of 
his immediate reversal of the verdict 
of war. 
Peace now by the mediation 


of Europe means absolute _ surrender of 
Greek affairs in the present and near 
future into the hands of a European 
protectorate. This involves a humilia- 
tion as terrible as if the Moslem had 
taken Athens and razed the glorious 
ruin of the Parthenon to the ground. 
Yet this seems to be inevitable. 


"Should the Hellenes in their rage 


dethrone the Danish dynasty, which is 
closely connected with all the royal 
dynasites of Europe, and deolare a 
republic, it would be a stroke of poetic 
justice which would cut close to the 
bone. The upspringing of an Hellenic 
democracy from the ashes of monarchy 
would send a thrill of alarm through 
eastern continental Europe from the 
Baltic to the Mediterranean. It would 
organize another nucleus of revolution 
and its piopoganda, which 
might 


easily be the ultimate instrument of an 
inexorable Nemesis in the not distant 
future. 
One cannot view the con- 


tingency of a republic as altogether un- 
likely among these Eastern Frenchmen, 
who have not forgotten that the great- 
est glories of Hellas were won by 
democracies. 


"But aside from this possible out- 


crop from the Greek defeat, one is 
forced to believe that the success of the 
Turks has 'placed the whole Eastern 
question in a much more insoluble con- 
dition. 
The upbuilding of Turkish 


pride in this military proof of the im- 
mense vitality still existing in an ap- 
parently moribund empire will make 
the difficulty of managing the Porte 
vastly greater. If the Powers have 
avoided war among themselves, Turk-

Non-Union Men Prevented From 


Going to Work 


At me OHSo Stove Foundry Tills Morning 


Rougn Handling of a Scab. 


He Refused to Heed Warning and Had It 


Founded Into Htm-Seven. Union Men 


Arrested Charged With Assault— 


The Ohio -Vfill Horontter He an 


Open Shop—Mr. Dlnre Says 


They Will Soon Start Again. 


A crisis was precipitated at the Ohio 


Sfeove foundry this morning, when non- 
union men started to work and were 
attacked by the old nuion men. Only 
one non-union man showed fight, and 
after being struck a few licks pulled 
away and took to his heels. 
He was 


pursued up Eleventh street for two or 
three squares and escaped only by dodg- 
ing his assailants. 
The other non- 


union men refused to mis iu the fighfc. 


It was hoped that the conference of 


Vice-Presideut Keongh, of the National 
Moulders' union, with the foundry peo- 
ple yesterday would bring about an ad- 
justment of the differences now exist- 
ing between the union and the foundry 
operators. Such was not the case, 
however. The Messrs. 'Clare take a 
firm stand and insist that the proposed 
reduction is made necessary by the hard 
times. 
At the reduced scale of 'wages 


they claim they will be paying as 
much, and on some work, more than 
any other foundry in this section. 
If 


it were possible to hold up the old rate 
they would bo only too glad to do so, 
but, under the present circumstances, 
all offers of compromise could, 
and 


would not, bo considered. Mr. Keongh 
reported the result of his interivew to 
the union last night, nud it was decided 
to adopt other taotion, and, if possible, 
by some pouce;ii>!ti means, draw 
the 


non-union men away and induce them 
to leave town. 


Consequently great 
pressure 
was 


brought to boar on the twelve or fifteen 
men who cume here from Snleni and 
Steubouville to go to work. About four 
of them loft town last night. 
The 


others remained, and, loA by J. Peyatte, 
were on the WHY to the foundry thia 
morning to begin work, when the 
trouble occurred. 
There were eight or 


ten union men—old employes of the 
foundry—standing at (he corner of 
Eleventh anrl Ohillicof'he streets when 
Bob Glare, Peyatte, and four or five of 
the new non-union men carue by on 
their way to the foundry. 
They were 


.hailed by the union men, but Peyafcto 
•and Clure paid no afttoution and wore 
going on by when a couple of the union 


men took hold of Peyatte and pnlled 
him over among them. Peyatte struck at 
one of them and this was taken . as a 
signal for a general melee. 
Peyatte 


was struck several times before he 
made his escape and ran up street. Mr. 
Clare hurried away when the trouble 
started to get .a policeman. 
When 


Marshal Schmitt arrived all was quiet. 


Peyatte showed up at the mayor's 


office about ten o'clock, with 
Mr. 


Glare, and warrants were sworn out 
for the arrest of all those who were 
mixed up in the trouble, charging them 
with fighting. No further 
attempt 


was made today by the non-union men 
to go to work, and all remained quiet 
about the foundry. 
Special police pro 


tection has been granted, and whole- 
sale arrests will be made at the first in- 
timation o£ further trouble. 


The warrants were sworn out by 


Bob Clare and charged assault on Jos.- 
Peyatte. 
The following parties were 


arraigned this afternoon: Ed. MathilS, 
Dan Koegle, Marion Myers, 
Frank 


Eddinger, Lewis Moore, John Brooker 
and Henry TJhl. They all entered a 
plea of -not guilty, and their trial was 
set for tomorrow afternoon, 
at one 


o'clock. Floyd McOormick has been 
engaged as attorney to defend them, 
while Solicitor Harry Miller will con- 
duct the prosecution. 


Peyatte, the non-union 
man 
as- 


saulted, did not show up at the hearing 
this afternoon, but is holding fqrth iu 
the station house, where he seeks pro- 
tection. 
There are no charges against 


him. 
He has a very sore head, where 


he was kicked a few times, and his 
face is badly scratched up. 
His home 


is in Steubenville, and, if all reports 
are true, is what the .union men call a 
"professional scab." 
That is, 


makes it a business to run around and 
get into just such trouble as he found 
bore. 


.It is the intention of the foundry 


people to make it an open shop here- 
after. 
No notice will be taken of the 


union. It is the intention to start up 
the foundry at the earliest opportunity. 
It will be done very quietly. 
Mr. 


Clare says they will only put eight or 
ten men to work for awhile. He claims 
it will be no trouble to find plenty of 
men willing to work at the reduced 
wages, 


The onnse of the whole trouble was a 


notice served on the employes of the 
foundry that n reduction in the scale of 
wages of twenty per cent, on cook 
stoves nud twenty-five per cent, on 
heaters would go into effect the first of 
May. 
The men refused to accept the 


reduction, claiming it xtureasonable. 
They claim tho old rate of wages was 
loss in many instances than prices paid j 
in other foundries. Another thing, the,' 
foundry has been running irregularly, 
only about five mouths out of the year, 
and the men arc compelled to take ' a 
large percentage of their wages out in 
orders on local business houses.

POLICY OP THIS ADMINIBTBATION. 


JCn the Home the Importance of the Con- 


trol of the Hawaiian Islands Is I>ls- 
co»se<l, but the Members Vote Against 
Concurring In the Senate Amendment 
For Iiupioving Vearl Harbor. 


\ Washington, May 12.—The Cuban 
question occupied the entire attention 
<Dl the senate, the debate taking a wide 
range and at times becoming spirited 
when comparisons were made between 
the attitude of the former administra- 
tion and the present on the subject of 
Cuba. 


Senator Morrill of Vermont and Caf- 


fery of Louisiana spoke 5n opposition 
to the resolution, Senators Lodge of 
Massachusetts and Foraker of Ohio ad- 
vocated delay until further examina- 
tion by the state department and Sen- 
ator Mills 
and 
Allen of 
Nebraska 


urged the immediate passage of the 
resolutions. The debate went over. 


Consideration of the Cuban resolu- 


tion was- resumed and Mr. Foraker of 
Ohio, who has Just entered the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, spoke 
briefly on the desirability of careful in- 
quiry by the committee. There was no 
purpose, he said, to trifle with the res- 
olution and he urged Mr. Morgan to al- 
low it to be referred. 


Mr. Allen (Neb.) asked what more 


could he learned. 
\ 


Mr. Foraker responded that a ques- 


tion existed as to the facts. The sub- 
ject divided itself, he said, under these 
heads: First, what are the facts; sec- 
ond, 
what is the law applicable to the 


facts; third, what Is the policy which 
•we are to assume under this condition 
of law and facts. Mr. Foraker said he 
had read some of the evidence In pos- 
session of the state department, and he 
felt that it should be examined care- 
fully before action was taken. 
/ This led Mr. Allen to warm criticism 
of the "premeditated 
purpose of the 


etate department to keep the senate in 
ignorance." Fortunately, however, the 
world knew the facts as to Spanish 
cruelties.

partment's translations of the letters 
written by General Gomez of the Cu- 
ban army to President 
Cleveland 
in 


February last and to President Mc- 
Kinley in March, appealing for sym- 
pathy and support 
of this 
country. 


The letters are the same which were 
published six weeks or two months 
ago. The secretary takes up the report 
that the Cuban authorities have re- 
fused to permit the consul of the Unit- 
ed States at Sagua La Grande to com- 
municate with Consul General Lee at 
Havana by means of cipher dispatches. 
He said the oensul did receive such 
prohibition from the mayor of Sagna 
La Grande, but that the mayor was 
promptly reprimanded upon a protest 
by General Lee by the governor gen- 
eral. 


The secretary says this terminated 


the incident and that since this occur- 
rence neither the department or the 
United States consul in Cuba have ex- 
perienced any difficulty in the matter 
of telegraphic correspondence.

the group of three hundred scattered 
alon"1 the shore of the China sea. 
We 


could make out about twenty pirates on 
the main deck, and knew that at least 
half that number were aft.
